Milk as a So id Food 


Specially Valuable for Children and 
Better Than Meat 


The New York College of Agricul 
ture is responsible for the following 
interesting article on the value of 
milk as a solid food. 

Milk is a solid food and not merely 
a pleasing beverage. Although milk 
is swallowed as a liquid, it almost 
immediately becomes a_ solid food, 
for a process similar to checsemak 
ing takes place in the human stom- 
ach, just as when junket is added to 
milk, it thickens into the rather firm 
curd which is the solid food of milk. 
In the cheese factory this curd is 
made into cheese; in the stomach it 
is digested and becomes assimilated 
into body tissue, This curd may. not 
seem as solid a food as meat, but it 
does the sare work in the body and 
has the added advantage of passing 
through the digestive process with- 
out as much of the decay that meat 
or other foods undergo, To let milk 
replace meat in the daily food, in a 
measure, is urged as a wise move in 
war time, 

It is recognized that there are 
some adults and cven some babies 
who have difficulty in digesting milk. 
This difficulty occurs in the liquefy- 
ing of this curd, which must be lique- 


ques-

fied as it is digested. There is a 
simple way of correcting this diffi- 
culty; that is, to boi! the milk. The 
curd formed from boiled milk is not 
nearly as large or so firm as that 
from fresh milk, 

Milk is the kind of solid food 
which should be fed to little child 


ren, for it is pointed out that they 
can use it to mich better advantage 
than they can meat. It is a matter 
of common observation that little 
kittens are subject to fits when fed 
meat, and although little children 
may not be so seriously affected, 
they may be made nervous and isri- 
table by it. It is even suggested that 


the crossness of some grownups may 
be due to too much meat, Adults,

Made in Prairie Provinces 

The high standard quality of but- 
ter -that has been attained by the 
dairymen of Western Canada = was 
shown at: the recent convention of 
the dairymen of Manitoba, which was 
held at Winnipeg. Probably the 
most interesting feature of the con- 
vention was the inter-provincial but- 
ter contest, in which the provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alber- 
ta participated, The highest  hon- 
ors were won by Alberta, the Carlyle 
taking 
the lead with a score of 97.62 points. 
Manitoba came second with 95.2 
points, and Saskatchewan third with 


Total Strength Now Estimated at'a score of 94.7 points. 


3,130,000 by French Paper 


The military expert of L'kcho de 
Paris figures that the total strength 
of the German forces today is only 
3,130,000, divided as follows: 

On the western front 2,000,000; on 

the eastern front, 1,000,000; on the 
Italian front, 100,000; on the Balkan 
front, 30,000, 
_Mhe French army headquarters’ es- 
timate of the Austro-Hungarian 
army alone is» 1,200,000, however, 
while Italian: army authorities figure 
Austro-German forces in Italy at 
840,000 men, instead of 100,000 the 
L’Echo de Paris writer gives. 

The latter justifies his estimates 
by saying that on the Anglo-lrench 
front, where the British and French 
forces exceed 2,000,000 considerably, 
aAhere are now 154 German divisions, 
éach of only three regiments of in- 
fantry, and each regiment made up 
of only two or three battalions. Each 
battalion, ‘he says, counts on a max- 
imum of only 650 rifles, making a 
maximum of 5,850 rifles to a divi- 


sion. In the same way, on the 
eastern front, while there are still 
113 divisions in service, each has 


been greatly weakened by withdraw- 
ing individual units. His theory is 
that only a skeleton of Germany's 
great army really remains, and, that 
counting non-combatant units, the 
total strength of the kaiser’s forces 
now is only 5,500,000.

Discipline 
Military Training Must Commend 


Itself to All Who Recognize 
the Handicap 


A story is told of a boy from one 
of the training camps who returned 
home for a visit and overheard his 
father tell a younger son to fix the 
furnace, --The lad objected, and the 
father promised him a quarter if he 
would obcy. Whereupon the embryo 
soldier remarked: “Father, the dis- 
cipline in this house is perfectly 
rotten,” 

If it will serve as a corrective to 
the “rotten” discipline prevailing in 
sO many homes, military training 
must commend itself to all who re- 
cognize the handicap with which 
many undisciplined boys and girls 
Start out in life. The present enfore- 
ed training of millions of men, the 
fathers of the future, will also have 
served an added purpose. 

The’. flagrant lack of discipline 
among the youth of today, who, one 
sometimes feels, scarcely know the 
meaning of the word “obey” neces- 
sarily leads to graver forms of in- 
subordination in other affairs, and 
the next step, disregard for law, is 
dangerously easy. All teachers know 
that school children give the measure 
of obedience to’: school authorities 
that they are trained in at home. And 
it has long been notorious that this 
measure is often dangerously little. 

Unfortunately, the military train 
ing our boys are getting will fot 
materially affect existing conditions 
in the home. Present lack of disci- 
pline, however, will be materially af 
fected by the training the fathers of 
the next generation of boys and girls 
are now getting. And there ts prom- 
ise of better things with that. next 
generation, when our present soldiers 
shall have homes,of their own. They 
at least will scarcely be willing to 
bribe their children into obedience.— 
The Milwaukee Journal.

Under the provisions of the new Stallion Act all 
stallions which stand or travel in the Province of Alberta 
hereafter must be inspected by Inspectors. appointed by 
the Department of Agriculture. Ihe schedule to be fol- 
lowed by said Inspectors in this district is as follows: 


MORNING DATE AFTERNOON 


MARCH 18 JENNER 
MARCH 19 BINDLOSS 


ATLEE 
MARCH 20 EMPRESS 


NOTE :—Morning inspections mean from 9.00 to 12.00 


and afternoon from 2.00 to 5,00, except where otherwise 
specified. 

It is essential that owners have their stallions at their 
respective stations, as indicated in the above schedule, at 
the time set, as Inspectors cannot remain longer than the 
time specified in schedule. It would therefore be advisable 
that owners bring 1n their stallions the day before, especi- 
ally where inspection has to be made in the mornings. 

In the case of pure-breds, owners are requested to 
produce registration papers. 

NOTE :—The inspection fee as provided under the Act 
is $5.00. ‘Any owner who does not, have his stallion in- 
spected at the time the Inspectors are in his vicinity, and 
who wishes to stand or travel*his : stallion during the 1918 


season, will be required to have his horse examined by the 
said Inspectors at his own expense,

Poultry in Saska.chewan 


Now Improving the Quality of Eggs 
By Grading Method - 


In connection with the Co-opera- 
itive Creameries, Limited, under 
which name the co-operative cream- 
cries of Saskatchewan have just been 
organized, a poultry department has 
been created for the purpose of 
handling of eggs and poultry. Just 
as the quality of butter has been 
brought to the highest standard 
through the grading. of cream, so 1t 
is hoped that through the methods 
of purchase anJ g.ading of this de- 
partment the quality of egys and 
poultry raised by farmers in the pro- 
vince will be greatly improved. 

The province of * Saskatchewan 
stands third in importance in Cana- 
da in regard to the poultry business, 
great strides having been made in 
the past few years, At the lust esti- 
mate the number of birds in the pro- 
vince was six million, but it is anti- 
cipated that this nu aber can easily 
be raised to twenty million within 
the next few years. Much is being 
done to interest boys and girls on 
the farms in this work, by instruc- 
tion in the schools poultry competi- 
tions at school fairs and egg  con- 
tests. Besides giving children some- 
thing to do in their spare time which 


| 

is useful and profitable, it is claimed 
that when once interested they re- 
main interested, and are more open 
to the reception of new and improv- 
ed methods than are adults, 

Poultry stations have been operat- 
ed in the winter months at Saskatoon 
and Regina by the provincial gov- 
ernment, with increasing sucoess dur- 
ing the past few years. Two years 
ago 57,000 pounds of ‘poultry were 
handled through these stations, while 
last year over thirty tons of dressed 
poultry, for which farmers received 
the highest prices, were disposed of.

Utilizing Flax Straw 


Binder Twine Will Now Be Made 
In Saskatchewan 


For many years hundreds of tons 
of flax straw have been burned in 
Saskatchewan yearly, but it was re- 
ported last fall that a process had 
been discovered by means ot which 
this straw could be utilized economi- 
cally in the manufacture of binding 
twine. Some remarkable samples of 
the products of flax straw under this 
process were on view at Regina, Sas- 
katchewan, at the time. 

It is now announced that an auth- 
orization has been granted under the 
Saskatchewan Companies’ Act for 
the organization and operation of a 
company, with a capitaliztion of $1,- 
000,000, for the purpose of manufac- 
turing binder twine, commercial 
twine and general cordage from flax 
straw in Saskatchewan under the 
new process. It is estimated that 
from a ton of flax straw, 270 pounds 
of twine can be manufactured by 
this process. °

To what extent Russia has cut her- 
self adrift from the powers of the 
entente as an ally in the present war 
is strikingly shown by the recent ac- 
tion of France and Great Britain in 
breaking up their immense depots at 
the Muscovite Arctic port of Arch- 
angel and withdrawing all their ships 
from the White Sea, the Murman 
coast and from that portion of the 
Arctic ocean, Huge sums of money 
were spent by the powers of the en- 
tente in constructing the great scr- 
ies of warehouses and depots at 
Archangel tor the reception of war 
supplies of every kind for the use 
of Russia, Millions upon millions 
of dollars were expended, too, in im- 
proving the harbor and port facili- 
ties, by building long miles of 
wharves and establishing bundreds 
of steam cranes, 

All this is so much money ost, 
and the allies have in addition the 
mortification of knowing that most 
of the guns and’ war supplies of 
which they deprived themselves in 
order to equip Russia have been 
turned over by the Russians unin- 
jured to the Germans and are now 
being uscd by the latter against the! 
entente on ie French, and Belgian 
and the Italian fronto. 

The Russian defection from the 
cause of the allics is one of the most 
ghastly and amazing episodes of the 
present war. S me of the facts con- 


nected therewith are absolutely  in- 
credible, They still remain to be 
written, But one thing-is certain, 


namely, that if Great Britain, France 
and the United States had entertain- 
ed the slightest hope of bringing 
back Russia into line against Ger- 
many they would never have scrap- 
ped everything at Archangel.

Interesting Anecdotes of Happenings 
in the War Zone 


Major Grayson Murphy, in his de- 
scription of Ked Cross work sat the 
luncheon of the members’ council of 
the Merchants Association in the 
ballroom of the Hotel ‘Astor, in New 
york, told seycra! interesting anec- 
dotes. 

“Col. Bolling, who was in charge 
of part of the development of our 
air service,” Major Murphy © said, 
“told me he asked an aviator what 
hie had been doing. This fellow said: 
‘lL have been'dropping spies.. Drop- 
What do you mean? 

“*Well;)) he said, ‘at night I 
over the Germari lines and in 
darkness I drop these fellows from 
airplanes with parachutes, and then 
they concentrate, and after they have 
gathered information at a certain 
point we send out airplanes and get 
them up again.’ 

“*Good heaven,’ Bolling said, ‘do 
you mean to say you just let them 
drop in the dark—they might light 
on the kaiser or anybody else.-—He 
answered ‘yes.’ Bolling then asked: 
‘Where do you carry them?’ 

“He said: ‘We carry them in. the 
lower plane, There is a little wood- 
en scat under. the plane with a rope 
attached to it, and when we get to 
the right place we pull the rope and 
down they go.’

Major Murphy said further that a 
Red Cross man at a little dinner in

He said that the captain of the Ara- 
bic had told him that as the ship 
was sinking—the captain stayed on 
board and went down with her, but 
was saved afterward—that right up 
to the end when she went down, 
every time he rang the bell to the 
engine room he got this answer: ‘We 
fellows are in the engine room and 
every time word comes to us froin 
the top we will give the answer until 
the ship goes down.’” 

Major Murphy told of his experi- 
ence in France in an effort to get an 
official outfitted. He said the merest 
details were lacking, and explained 
“l tried to get a push button. I 
waited three weeks for my push but- 
ton, and when it came, I think it had 
come from the palace at Versailles. 

“It was a great, beautiful brass 
thing with carving on it, and I .look- 
ed at it and then I found it would 
not ring, The only way I could get 
my secretary was by throwing the 
push button at the door and he 
came in and picked it up and put 
it back on my desk. That is no ex- 
aggeration.”

last one hundred years these two 
groups, the- British empire and the 
United States, have lived on tricndly 
terms with never a hostile shot fired 
between them. And during this 
period the ald feelings of bitterness, 
the suspicions of each other, the 
jealousies, have gradually; died 
away and disappeared.

Glancing back over the history of 
the past, and viewing it in the fight 
of the great task before the British 
empire and the United States in the 
Present, the’ Minneapo.is Journal 
says: 

“The English-speaking world has 
been divided in twain for a century 
and a half. But the division is much 
less apparent to the res: of the 
world than to the two halves. While 
these are acutely acnsible of the dif- 
ferences, the rest of the world has 
een impressed with their oneness. 
And those that have hated one-half 
of the English-speaking world ex- 
tended their hatred to the other half, 
and have used every means conceiv- 
able to blind the two halves to their 
own mutuality in order to be able 
to overcome each half separately 
“The opponent--of~ the Engtish- 
ppeakiny world perceived clearly that 
the mutuality of the Englisn-speak- 
ing halves depended upon  some- 
thing more solid than sentiment; that 
together America and Britain form- 
ed an arch which confirmed the fu- 
ture and protected the present. The 
arch had not yet been joined, and 
his*scheme was to prevent the join- 
ing and to demolish the two pillars 
successively.
